RULES for THE PRIMARY £L 

IN THE SUB DIST 

OF BEERSHEBA. 
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i. 


Each principal tribe shall constitute* a Voting 
Area for the purpose of the Primary Elections and 
shall elect one secondary elector for every 200 male 
members of the tribe over the age of 25 years. 


2. Each Sheikh of a Sub Tribe who is recognised 

by the Government as the representative of the sub¬ 
tribe shall be entitled to vote on behalf of the sub¬ 
tribe provided that there are at least 150 members 
of the sub-tribe above the age of 25 years. If the 
sub-tribe contains between 350 and 400 such mem¬ 
bers he shall be entitled to vote for two secondary 
electors and the same principle will be maintained 
where the number of such members exceeds 400. If 
a sub-tribe contains less than 150 such members it 
shall be combined by the Governor with another 
sub-tribe. ' / - 
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3. ' The election shall be held between the 20th and 
28th of February at such place and at such time as 
the Governor of the'Southern District may appoint. 

4. f he Governor of the Sub District or such other 

« 

person as may be appointed by the Governor of the 
Southern District shall preside over the election. A 
Sheikh who is entitled to vote shall give his vote in 
writing if he is able to read and write to the Presi¬ 
ding Officer. In other cases the Presiding Officer 
shall at his request write down the name of the 






person or persons for whom the voter wishes to 
vote and sign the paper with his own name. 

5. ' The result of the election shall be publicly dec¬ 

lared by' the Presiding Officer at the meeting and the 
Presiding Officer*shall thereafter make a return to 
the Chief Secretary in writing under his hand of the 
result of the poll specifying the name and tribe of 
every person elected.
